Comes Earl Browder, official head of the communist party in the 
United States, and testifies there are some 20,000 party members in the 
CIO. These communists, he boasts, are trained in the techniques of 
organization and leadership and consequently occupy key positions in 
the CIO. 

Comes Ben Gitlow, former communist party leader, before the Dies 
committee and spills some more beans. Mr. Gitlow enjoyed doing it. 
Where Browder’s memory was vague on details. Gitlow filled in the blank 
spaces. The joint story told by these former associates, now enemies, 
paints the CIO with a double coat of thick, indelible red. 

Take the case of John Brophy, executive director of the CIO. In 1924 
John Brophy was the bitter enemy of John L. Lewis. They fought for 
control of the united mine workers. Brophy, says Gitlow, was backed by 
the communist party. He lost. Then he organized a dual, rebel move- 
ment within the united mine workers. Lewis denounced him. He de- 
nounced the rebel movement as a communist plot to destroy organized 
labor.

Officials of Local 192 of the in- 


ternational laundry workers’ union, 
affiliated with the A. F. of L., an- 
nounced the negotiation of a new 
contract with Terre Haute laundry 
owners and the ending of the 
strike that had been called in con- 
nection with the controversy.

Photo-Engravers Progress 


The constructive growth and achievements of a typical 
union affiliated with the American Federation of Labor are 
illustrated in the well-documented report of Edward J. Volz, 
president of the International Photo-Engravers’ Union of North 
America, to the fortieth annual convention of the union recently 
held in San Francisco, California. 

The union’s membership enjoys a steady growth, now total- 
ing 11,500, compared with 8,625 ten years ago. 

Agreements negotiated with employers are the basis of the 
union’s policy for achieving shorter hours, higher wages and 
improved employment standards. Mr. Volz’s report reveals 
that agreements either consummated or pending cover 48 cities. 
Twenty-five per cent of the membership have the 35-hour work 
week, 45 per cent have the 3714-hour week, and the remainder 
have the 40-hour week. The five-day week has been secured 
for practically all of the union’s members. Wage rates range 
from weekly minimums of $50 to $65 for day workers and from 
$52.50 to $78 for night workers. ; . 

The photo-engravers’ union is notable for the financial 
assistance given to its unemployed members. During the last 
year the locals paid $1,154,950.05 in benefits to their members 
who were without work; for the last decade the unemployment 
benefits have averaged over $1,000,000 per year. 

The local unions also paid $23,815.19 in sick benefits and 
$51,665 in death benefits. In addition, the international union 
expended $36,448.05 for strike and lockout benefits, $18,017 
for tuberculosis benefits, $24,400 for funeral benefits, and $121,- 
537.13 for insurance premiums on group insurance for its mem-~ 
bers—a total of $200,402.18. The combined benefits paid by the 
international union and the locals for the year totaled $1,430,- 
832.42. 

With regard to finances the report of Secretary-Treasurer 
Henry F. Schmal indicates that the officers and members of the 
union need not lie awake nights worrying as to how they are 
going to meet their bills. After paying out a total of $353,765.70 
during the year the union had a surplus of $315,380.29, all either 
deposited in banks or invested in gilt edge securities.

ClO Leaders Held Responsible 
For Division in Labor Family 


Green Tells Street Railway Employes Convention 
That Lewis Vetoed Peace Agreement; 
Woll Says Communists Dominate the CIO 


President William Green and Vice President Matthew Woll 
condemned the leaders of the CIO as responsible for the initia- 
tion and continuation of division in organized labor at the an- 
nual convention at Cincinnati, Ohio, of the amalgamated asso- 


ciation of street, electric railway and motor coach employes.

Delegates cheered and ap- 
plauded as the speakers re- 
vealed to them the full extent 
of the perfidy and duplicity of 


the instigators of the rebel 
movement. 
Mr. Green outlined in detail the| 


incidents leading to the withdrawal 
of the CIO unions. He described 
the efforts of the A. F. of L. to 
achieve peace. He told of the agree- 
ment reached by both A. F. of L. 
and CIO negotiating committees 
almost two years ago which was 
vetoed by John L. Lewis. Then, he 
said, President Roosevelt inter- 
vened and urged both sides to try 
again. The A. F. of L. representa- 
tives, Mr. Green revealed, con- 
ceded point after point to the CIO 
in the interests of peace and har- 
mony, only to see Lewis finally re- 
ject his own proposals when it 
looked as though agreement might 
be achieved. 


Electricians’ New 
Peace Machinery 
Is Hailed As Model 


IBEW Works Out Plan 
With Emloyers to Adjust 
Disputes Without Strife

New machinery for the adjust- 
ment of disputes in the electrical 
contracting industry was set in 
motion this week by the interna- 
tional brotherhood of electrical 
workers and the labor policy com- 
mittee of the national electrical 
contractors’ association. 

The plan was approved at a 
meeting in Washington of the as- 
sociation’s committee with the of- 
ficers and executive council of the 
brotherhood. It was hailed in man- 
agement and union circles as a 
model of co-operation for peace in 
the industry. 

President Dan W. Tracy of the 
electrical workers explained that 
the new setup succeeds a former 
arrangement between the union 
and a limited group of contractors. 
The revised machinery will cover a 
far greater number of contractors 
and a wider area, he said. 

Plan Carefully Worked Out 

First steps toward developing 
the program were taken last April, 
when the association organized its 
labor policy committee to colla- 
borate with the union. At the time 
President Tracy commended the 
association for its friendly move. 

As now worked out, the plan 
provides for a national council on 
industrial relations, composed of 
five representatives of the broth- 
erhood and five of the associa- 
tion’s labor committee, which is to 
pass on grievances and differences 
that the union and employers are 
unable to iron out locally. 

“In the past, the limited ar- 
rangement we had avoided many 
strikes and saved thousands of 
dollars for both sides,” Tracy de- 
clared. “As improved, the machin- 
ery will now serve much more ef- 
fectively to encourage peace and 
promote the industry as a whole.” 


“There is no room In the United 
States for more than one, solid, 
united labor organization,” Presi- 
dent Green summed up. “They can 
have dictatorship and autocracy in 
the CIO but we will never have it 
in the American Federation of 
Labor. 


“Once and for all let me say this 
the American Federation of La- 
bor will never be governed by 
minority rule. It will never be in- 
timidated by force. It will never be 
liquidated and it will never sur- 
render to any rebel force. 


“If they want to come back, let 
them clean house, let them remove 
the obstacles to peace in their own 
ranks and then we will welcome 
them home.” 


Vice President Woll referred to 
the testimony of Ben Kitlow, for- 
mer communist party leader, be- 
fore the Dies committee as lend- 
ing confirmation to the belief that 
the CIO rebellion was a com- 
munist scheme to disrupt the 
American labor movement. 


That the CIO and its policies are 
dominated by communists is now 
increasingly clear after the revela- 
tions that a great number of the 
dual movement’s leaders are either 
party members or follow the com- 
munist party line, Mr. Woll de- 
clared. 


The speaker drew a laugh when 
he ironically twitted the commu- 
nists on the recent Stalin-Hitler 
alliance. He appealed to those in 
the CIO who sincerely oppose the 
fascist and anti-semitic policies of 
Hitler to disassociate themselves 
from the CIO because that organi- 
zation is so closely allied with the 
communists. 

Both President Green and Vice 
President Woll made earnest pleas 
for American neutrality in the Eu- 
ropean war, 

On behalf of the amalgamated 
association, President W. D. Mahon 
pledged continued and unstinted 
loyalty to the American Federation 
of Labor and its policies. 


LONG BEACH PAINTERS 
SIGN UP 27 EMPLOYERS 


Painters’ Local Union No. 256 of 
the Brotherhood of Painters, Dec- 
orators and Paperhangers of Amer- 
ica, an A. F. of L. affiliate, an- 
nounced the ratification of the new 
agreement for operating the paint- 
ing industry of Long Beach by 
both the union and the Contracting 
Painters and Decorators’ Associa- 
tion of America. The contract, 
which provides for a wage scale of 
$1 per hour and a 40-hour week, 
has been agreed to by twenty- 
seven of the most reliable Long 
Beach contractors. 

The agreement is sponsored by a 
joint committee representing the 
union and the contractors. A state- 
ment issued by the joint committee 
included the following declaration: 

“The committee guarantees to 
the employes that every workman 
will be fully covered by compensa- 
tion, social security, and unemploy- 
ment insurance. Also a fair and 
living wage and uniform working 
hours.” 


20 Years Secretary

ClO AFFILIATION 
DEFEATED BY TEACHERS 


Convention Also Urges Peace 
In Labor Movement; Professor 
Counts Elected President 


The recent convention of the 
American federation of teachers, 
held in Buffalo, N. Y., voted unan- 
imously not to concur in a resolu- 
tion advocating withdrawal from 
the American Federation of Labor 
and affiliating with the CIO. The 
resolutions committee recommend- 
ed non-concurrence and the con- 
vention, without a dissenting vote, 
upheld the committee. 


The convention also adopted 
unanimously a resolution com- 
mending the American Federation 
of Labor for its efforts to bring 
about peace in the labor move- 
ment. 


A resolution opposing amend- 
ments to the national labor rela- 
tions act was referred to the union’s 
progressive educational program 
for the American public school sys- 
tem. 


Senator James Mead of New 
York, Spencer Miller of the work- 
ers’ education bureau, and George 
L. Googe, southern representative 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor, were among those who ad- 
dressed the delegates. 

The convention elected Professor 
George S. Counts of Columbia uni- 
versity to the office of president, 
in place of Jerome Davis. 


Higher Pay Gained 
By Denver Printers 


Denver Typographical Union No. 
49 accepted the counter proposi- 
tion from the publishers of the 
Rocky Mountain news 
Denver post offering an increase 
in wages of $2.10 for day work 
and $1.90 for night work, bringing 
the day scale up to $45.55 a week 
for day work and $48.25 for night 
work, 36 hours to constitute a 
work week.

October 2 Hearing Set for 
Millinery Minimum Pay 


Wage-Hour Administrator El- 
mer F. Andrews announced a pub- 
lic hearing for October 2 on the 
40-cents an hour minimum wage 
recommendation of the millinery 
industry committee appointed by 
authority of the fair labor stand- 
ards act of 1938. The committee’s 
report was signed by 14 of the 15 
members. 

It was estimated that the 40 
cents an hour minimum will in- 
crease hourly wage rates of ap 
proximately 3,500 workers during 
an average month, or about 5,000 
workers during peak periods. The 
report said this minmum will in- 
crease wages paid to the workers 
in the entire industry by about 


1.51 per cent. The industry nor- 
mally employes an average of 
21,600.
